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BUILDING A SILO. 

A Taloabl# loTritroenk For Farmor* and 
Llr« Ntock Mon. 

The woolen illo ie now eeteeme«l the 
best one; also the ronnd sbB])ed one, as 
it leaves no corners fur the ensilage 
to spoil in. Connect the silo with 
the stable where your stock is. An av- 
erage of 40 pounds is what a cow eats 
of silage daily. A horse wants 20 
pounds, a sheep 14 to 15 pounds. EIs- 










no. I— RKCnON OF 6tIX>. 
timating the time when the cow eats 
ensilage at 150 days, she will need three 
tons a year. For holding this a space 
of 200 cubic feet is required. If drains 
are not needeil, dig a circniar ditch a 
foot across and a foot deep. Fill it with 
small stunes. On top of it pnt h wall a 
foot high made of brick or stones laid 
in mortar. This wall should be 10 
inches thick. Fig. 1 shows a section of 
the foundation wall, ticxjr and sides of 
a round silo. 

Your foundation wall is now finished. 
For the W(XKlen walls above this yon 
want a row of stndding, of course, with 
an ontside coating of Ixmrds. Within 
the outside coating of Ixiards hang heavy 
tar paper all around. Then over the tar 
paper put another lining of closely fit- 
ted lioards. Coal tar l)oi led with asphalt 
and thinned with gasoline, the mixture 
pn^ on with a {uiintbrusli, makes a good 
coating for the insido lining. Inside the 
foundation ring the loost> soil should be 
thrown out, the space thoroughly lev- 
eled off, filler] with small stones and 
covered with well trami)ed clay. The 
floor is usually cemented with concrete. 

The illustrations show a ronnd silo 
as described in the Wisconsin expori- 





no. n — rocwDATioit or bocwd silo. 
ment station bulletin No. 26. The bul- 
letin says: 

“Fig. 1 shows the construction of all 
wood ronnd silo. Sills, 2 by 4, cut in 
sections on a radius of the silo circle, bed- 
ded in mortar and toenailed together; 
plates the same, spike to tops of stud- 
ding; studding, 2 by 4, one foot aiHirt 
— short lengths may be used lapped, 
to get the depth. Bixteens and fourteens 
will give a silo 80 feet deep, lining 
made from fencing ripped in two, out- 
side sheeting the same, siding for silos 
nnder 28 feet, ontside diameter, com- 
mon aiding rabbeted; for silos more 
than 26 feet outside diameter, common 
drop siding or ship lap may be used. A 
shows ventilator between studding, au- 
ger boles are bored at bottom between 
studding and the boards lack two inches 
of reaching plate at top inside. Doth sets 
of openings are covered with wire cloth 
to keep out vermin. There shonld be a 
line of feeding doors from top to bot- 
tom, each 2 or 8 feet by 6 feet and about 
2>^ feet apart." 

Describing the foundation the bolle- 
tin says : 

“Fig. 2 shows method of laying and 
leveling foundation of a round silo and 
a round silo with a single partition. A, 
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no. lU — OL'TBIDX or silo and BAR.N, 
center post, with top level with top of 
propoe*^ wall; B, R, straight edge 
boards nailed to stakes driven in ground ; 
C, straight edge fixed to torn on a pin 
at A; B, fi are all nailed level with 
top of poat A; D, partition In ronnd 
ailo. It may be placed so as to corns in 
the middle of the ainglo line of doors, 
letting tbs same doors answer for both 
sidw." 

Fig. 8 shows method at roofing ronnd 
silos and tbs manner of connecting 
them with a bam. A shows where air 
is admitted between the stndding to 
Tsotilats behind the lining; B, the 
feeding chute; C, filling window. The 
onpola is saaential for perfect ventlla- 
tioo.

A Br#*d«r B‘ho Like* It Than Tlaft- 

othjr. 

It la true that I do fee«l clover bay to 
my horses. I would never raise a apire 
of timuthy hay on iny farm except to 
sell. I would ratbi-r have two tona of 
clover hay for my horsca than three 
bins of timothy. Still it is undoubtedly 
tmo that the impruiier use of clover bay 
is more likely to cause heaves than the 
nee of timothy. 1 say the impit^per use 
— the abuse rather. 

The chief value of the horse is in hla 
strong imisclee and jsiworsof enduraiica, 
and these come from thoe(> fotxla rich in

It is somewhat singular that notwith- 
standing the prevalence of warblea in 
all parts of the country during the hnu- 
dred years or more that Americans have 
lieen engaged In gmwing rattle the life 
history ot the pest has never l>e«>n cleare<l 
np until the past year. It has N<en snp- 
posixl to lie identical with the hot fly of 
Knro|>«, bnt im-ent investigationa show 
that this is a mistake. 

Thti subject has ln>en followed cut by 
Dr. C’oo|KT Curtice, formerly of the 
bnreau of animal industry, who has 
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that three only furnish the material for 
niuscni.'ir growth, t’lover hay is rich 
in these elements, and heiire its high 
value as home fiaxl. The reason why 
clover hay, when fed in unlimited quan- 
tities to the driving horse. prcHlucea the 
injury Is no fault of the clover, but lie- 
cause of its snjH'rior excellence. When 
the horae is allowed to eat his fill, the 
clover is so palatable that he will gorge 
himself, even when having an abun- 
dance of oata or other grain, and if 
driven fust or worketi too hard while 
the stomach is overloadtxl he is in great 
danger of being made wind broken. 
The remeily, or rather preventive, is 
to give the horse no more hay than it 
should have, and when this is eaten let it 
stand without or give it si^me stiaw to 
pick over and keep buay. When fed in 
this way, no other forage is equal to iL 
Homes not at work and growing cults 
will keep in a thrifty condition on no 
other f(H)d than clover hay. 

Of course no set rulea can be laid 
rtown for the cutting of clover and mak- 
ing of hay, owing to the great variable- 
ncHS of the seasons, Init the following is 
my methiKl as nearly ns I can follow it: 
Since we have hud the midge 1 am very 
carefnl not to l>e deceived and let itg« t 
too much advanced. As the midge eats 
the bloom so that it does Dot show, there 
is great danger of this. I prefer to cut 
it just as tlio field ia filled with the red 
pliimm and tieforo there is a single 
brown head. I consiiler this the best 
stage of growth, liut as 1 cannot cut the 
whole ot my clover in a single day or 
week 1 prefer to ent some liefore it ar- 
rives at this stage rather than let too 
much of it get so ri;ie as to lie wcKxly 
and thus luee much of its digestibility 
and feeding value. 

If I have help enough to get it in so 
that I can keep the machine running, 1 
would bt>gin to cut as soon as the dew 
is off and cut until night. 1 would then 
put into large cooks each night as much 
as was fairly wilted and let tbiwe stand 
from one, to three days or until sufli- 
cieutly cured so that it might be drawn 
directly to the mow from the cock. If 
the day were not quite bright enough 
for that, it might be drawn after the 
cucka had lieen slightly o;iened. 

If niy help were limited. I would cut 
from the time dew’ was off until 1 p. m. 
and then put into ctx^ks and draw as l>«-
